MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 21.— A 
dramatic incident marked the 
very 
opening of the Stephenson investi­ 
gation, when former Assemblyman 
Silas A. Towne was sent from the 
witness chair for alleged intoxica­ 
tion. Towne was one of the 
three 
democrats alleged to have walked 
out of the assembly chamber March 
4, 1909, and thus made possible the 
election of Stephenson. Town© wras 
in bad condition when he went 
to 
the chair. 
“ Are you in condition to go on 
with your testimony 
Mr. Towne,” 
asked Chairman Heyburn. 
He said he thought he was. 
The chairman said: ‘‘It is appar­ 
ent to the committee th a t you are 
not. You will be excused until 2 
o’clock and in the meantime you 
are not to take any drinks, and you 
and those who furnish you any will 
be held responsible to this commit­ 
tee if you do. Don’t forget this ad­ 
monition. You will be in the custo­ 
dy of an officer of the committee.’* 
Another feature 
of the morning 
was the terrific grilling 
to which 
Attorney Littlefield subjected form­ 
er Assemblyman Peter F. Lench of 
Milwaukee. Lench testified that on 
March I, 1909, David H. Davies of 
Milwaukee, a Stephenson agent, now 
state treasury agent, met him 
in 
the corridor and said: 
‘ You can have anything yon want 
if you will stay in and vote; 
you 
don't have to vote for Stephenson, 
but just be In there and vote 
The witness told him it would be 
equivalent to voting for Stephenson 
to remain in and make a quorum. 
Asked how he justified his 
own 
action in remaining out of the cham­ 
ber, he said: 
‘‘I considered it a 
greater duty to stay out and 
help 
along the Investigation than to elect 
Stephenson 
that day or any other. 
There was plenty of time to elect a 
senator, but little time for an in­ 
vestigation.” 
The witness 
was 
very 
sharply 
questioned by Littlefield as to the 
details of his meeting Davies and 
other incidents to test his memory. 
Lench said he voted for Stephenson 
on one ballot and this led to a long 
cross examination. 
Asked why he 
did so on only one ballot, he said: 
“When the Blaine charges were 
made I believed the only material 
one w-as the one that Lester Tilton 
of Neillsville had been offered mon­ 
ey to run for the legislature if he 
would vote for Stephenson. 
That 
day Mr. Hambrecht or Mr. Twesme 
produced an affidavit from Mr. Til­ 
ton that he had received no mon­ 
ey. The Tilton affidavit was under 
oath; the Blaine charges were not. 
I gave Tilton 
the benefit of 
the 
doubt and voted 
for Stephenson. 
That same afternoon I learned of a 
letter Tilton had 
written John A. 
-Ay I wa rd that he (Tilton) had been 
offered money, which letter is in the 
record. I then changed my vote and 
consistently voted for some one else 
thereafter 
pending the 
examina­ 
tion.”
